Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  ny  annual  report  for  the  year  1972,  which 
seems  likely  to  be  my  last  one,  since  by  the  time  one  is  in  a  position  to 
write  the  1973  report  N.H.S.  reorganisation  will  have  extinguished  the  post 
of  the  M.O.H.  It  may  be  of  some  interest  to  know  that  this  will  be  just 
over  100  years  from  the  date  when  it  became  obligatory  under  the  1872  Public 
Health  Act  for  every  Urban  and  Rural  Sanitary  Authority  to  appoint  a  M.O.H. 
Although  not  mandatory  many  of  the  larger  towns  had  already  appointed  M.Os.H. 
under  the  earlier  Public  Health  Act  of  1848,  and  Liverpool  the  first  in  the 
field  appointed  Dr.  Duncan  as  their  M.O.H.  in  1 847 •  The  earliest  annual 
reports  I  can  find  in  ray  office  which  cover  the  Rural  Districts  are  those  of 
Col.  G.T.  Cattell,  M.O.H.  for  the  Ramsbury  Rural  Sanitary  District  1914,  and 
that  of  Dr.  A.S.  Gedge,  Acting  M.O.H.  for  the  Rural  District  of  Marlborough, 
1918.  The  latter  report  is  very  brief,  but  the  report  of  Col.  Cattell  for 
Ramsbury  Rural  District  is  much  more  comprehensive.  Naturally  both  were 
greatly  concerned  with  the  control  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  notably 
diphtheria  and  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In  the  Ramsbury  district  the  infant 
mortality  rate  is  given  as  56  Per  1,000  net  births,  which  compared  favourably 
with  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  105.  In  contrast  last  years  figures  for 
the  Rural  District  was  6  per  1,000  live  births,  and  that  for  England  and 
Wales  17 •  The  figures  for  the  two  populations  given  in  these  reports  atfe 
Ramsbury  7,112,  which,  was  the  census  figure  for  1911,  and  that  for  Marlborough 
Rural  District  for  1918,  for  which  two  estimates  are  quoted,'  one  4,329  and  the 
other  3,864.  It  is  stated  in  the  report  that  the  figure  4,329  is  a  figure 
for  calculating  the  birth  rate,  and  the  latter  for  calculating  the  death  rate, 
which  is  interesting  if  incomprehensible!  The  combined  totals  give  an 
approximate  figure  of  11,000  which  compares  with  the  present  population  of 
9,630.  So  that  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  there  has  been  a  decrease 
in  the  population  since  the  end  of  the  first  world  war. 

I  am  grateful  to  Mr,  Hudson,  tho  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his 
report  which  is  included,  I  am  also  indebted  to  Dr.  Lycett,  tho  County 
Medical  Officer  for  supplying  details  of  immunisation  procedures  carried  out 
during  tho  year. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  figure  shows  a  decrease  of  90,  although 
tho  number  of  occupied  houses  has  increased  by  42,  and  tho  annual  increase  of 
births  over  deaths  is  53.  Of  tho  102  deaths  which  occurred  22  wore  duo  to 
malignant  disease,  of  which  lung  cancer  accounted  for  soven.  Deaths  from 
coronary  heart  disease  at  26  wore  up  by  two,  whilo  pneumonia  and  bronchitis 
together  at  eleven  show  an  increaso  of  four.  I  believe  that  it  is  well 
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known  generally  that  for  practical  purposes  lung  cancer  is  caused  by  cigarette 
smoking,  that  the  incidence  rates  for  coronary  heart  disease  are  much  higher 
in  smokers,  and  that  chronic  bronchitis,  if  not  caused  by  the  habit  is  severely 
adversely  affected  by  it  once  acquired.  I  continue  to  be  surprised  by  the 
hold  the  cigarette  has,  particularly  on  intelligent  people  who  continue  to 
smoke  in  the  knowledge  that  for  many  of  then  their  health  will  be  damaged  and 
their  expectation  of  life  reduced. 

Immunisation  procedures  reveal  a  fairly  satisfactory  situation,  with  a 
high  percentage  of  children  receiving  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis.  Hie  figure  for  measles  is  less  satisfactory. 
We  really  cannot  bo  completely  satisfied  until  all  children  are  protected  and 
in  the  future  the  will  have  to  give  the  same  priority  to  this  matter  as 

has  been  given  by  the  County  Health  Department, 

The  housing  situation  shows  little  change.,  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
was  255  applicants  for  Council  accommodation  on  the  list,  an  increase  of  28. 

Hew  building  bod  evil od  by  cost  yardstick  requirements  -  only  eight  were 
completed  -  has  had  an  insignificant  effect.  I  am  very  glad  that  the  Council 
has  continued  its  policy  of  giving  continued  encouragement  to  house  improvement 
grant  procedure.  There  is  no  doubt  that  in  spite  of  criticisms  one  has  heard, 
this  policy  has  been  an  outstanding  success.  I  am  sure  that  improvement 
grants  have  contributed  only  slightly,  if  at  all,  to  the  inflated  house  prices 
of  recent  times.  Much  more  important  has  been  the  increasing  costs  of  building 
and  land.  I  hope  that  any  alteration  in  the  grant  procedure  will  not  result 
in  any  way  to  houses  being  patched  up  for  sale  with  serious  defects  temporarily 
masked.  The  great  thing  about  grant  procedure  is  that  before  being  approved 
by  the  local  authority,  properties  must  be  subjected  to  the  vigilant  inspection 
of  your  Public  Health  Officers  to  ensure  that  they  have  been  brought  up  to  a 
reasonable  standard,  including  their  state  of  repair.  I  regret  that  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  provide  any  specialised  warden  controlled  grouped 
accommodation  for  the  elderly,  and  I  hope  that  the  Kcnnet  District  Council 
will  give  this  their  early  attention,  since  I  believe  there  is  a  case  for  this 
type  of  housing  in  the  larger  parishes,  and  of  course  more  of  it  in  Marlborough. 

Mains  water  supply  covering  the  whole  district,  the  responsibility  of 
Swindon  Corporation,  has  given  no  rise  to  anxiety  either  regards  to  quantity 
or  quality.  The  only  parish  so  far  without  a  supply  is  Buttermere,  I  am 
very  grateful  to  Mr.  Hampshire,  the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager,  for  his  report 
to  mo  supplying  details  of  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis.  So  far  no 
County  decision  has  been  reached  to  fluoridate  the  water  in  the  interest  of 
dental  health,  which  must  eventually  become  standard  practice.  The  delay 
however  is  most  unfortunate. 

This  has  been  yet  another  exacting  year  for  Local  Authority  staff,  and 
I  am  very  pleased  that  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  all  credit 
to  them,  have  managed  to  maintain  their  high  standards  of  performance,  often 
in  very  difficult  circumstances. 

In  my  previous  reports  I  have  stressed  the  need  to  retain  as  far' as 
possible  tho  relationship  between  the  Medical  Advisor  and  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  in  tho  now  District  Councils.  In  tho  Kcnnet  District 
Council  the  recommended  establishment  allows  for  a  Director,  who  need  not  be 
a  qualified  Public  Health  TnspGctor,  in  control  of  a  Health  and  Housing  Group 
of  three  divisions.  One  of  these  divisions  will  be  concerned  with  public 
health,  and  will  be  the  responsibility  of  an  Environmental  Health  Officer, 
almost  certainly  a  public  health  inspector.  This  arrangement  could  lead  to 
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difficulties  unless  special  provisions  are  made  to  allow  for  free  unfettered 
two  way  communication  between  the  Medical  Advisor  and  the  Environmental  Health;1 
Officer  at  all  times  -  particularly  important  in  the  control  of  communicable 
disease. 

In  his  annual  report  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  Borough  of 
Marlborough  has  referred  to  the  wastage  of  young  able  public  health  inspectors 
The  future  of  public  health  depends  very  much  on  ensuring  adequate  recruitment  j 
to  the  profession,  both  as  to  numbers  and  quality,  which  in  turn  depend  on  a 
satisfactory  career  expectation.  Since  public  health  inspectors,  unlike 
engineers,  surveyors  and  financial  officers,  virtually  do  not  exist  outside 
the  local  authority  field,  the  responsibility  for  this  is  a  matter  for  local 
government.  i  regret  that  unlike  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Heights  and  Measures 
the  appointment  of  a  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  no  longer  to  be  a 
statutory  one.  I  am  also  sorry  that  public  health  inspectors  are  to  lose 
their  security  of  tenure.  A  more  recent  factor  which  will  I  believe  adversely 
affect  both  public  health  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  is  the  almost 
certain  loss  of  responsibility  for  tho  control  of  meat  inspection,  and  possibly 
too  r,meat  based  products"  to  tho  veterinary  profession  in  order  to  comply  and 
harmonise  with  ii/.EoC.  procedures.  This  I  regard  as  a  retrograde  step  in¬ 
volving  fragmentation  of  responsibility  for  food  hygiene  at  local  authority 
level,  on  which  I  have  made  a  special  report  to  all  my  Councils. 

Finally  I  shoulu  specifically  like  to  thank  Mr.  Hudson  and  his  staff, 

Dr.  Lishman  for  acting  as  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Wormald  and  tho  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  their  continued  help  and  frequent  valuod  advice,  and  my 
secretary,  Miss  Boswell  for  her  help  and  co-operation,  particularly  for  her 
work  in  preparing  this  annual  report.

Housing  Improvement 

Routine  surveys  and  inspections  of  houses  in  the  area  have  continued 
commenfurxte  with  a  policy  of  improvement,  wherever  possible,  of  sub-standard 
properties.  Subsequent  upon  inspection,  owners  are  contacted  and  given  details 
of  grants  available  together  with  relevant  advice. 

This  policy  of  persuasion  without  compulsion  is  proving  to  be  reasonably 
effective  in  steadily  reducing  the  number  of  properties  lacking  complete 
amenities.  No  dramatic  results  can  however,  be  expected,  considering  the  fact 
that  may  of  these  properties  are  occupied  by  elderly  persons  who  either  do  not 
wish  to  involve  themselves  with  the  associated  upheaval  of  house  improvement, 
or  are  unable  to  afford  such  improvement*  even  with  Grant  assistance.

Poultry  Inspection 


As  in  the  previous  year  the  poultry  processing  plant  at  East  Grafton 
was  not  in  use  for  much  of  the  year,  and  the  total  throughput  of  turkeys 
was  less  than  one  sixth  of  the  previous  years.  The  poultry  processed  re¬ 
mained  of  a  high  quality,  bred  mainly  by  the  owners  in  local  premises. 
Frequent  routine  visits  were  made  to  the  plant,  and  although  much  of  the 
equipment  is  now  out  dated,  it  is  adequate  in  view  of  the  circumstances 
and  the  depressed  throughput.

Twelve  dealers  were  licensed  by  this  Authority  for  the  retail  sale 
of  milk  during  the  year,  eight  of  these  being  persons  selling  from  fixed 
premises  only,  i.e.  shops,  and  four  dairymen  delivering  milk  daily.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


As  in  recent  years  the  mains  water  supply  has  continued  under  the 
auspices  of  S/zindon  Corporation  and  the  Thames  Valley  Water  Board.

The  six  main  schemes  are  piped  to  mo si/ the  dwellings  in  the  district, 
and  are  as  follows s- 

Avehury  Supply 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  parishes  of  Preshute,  Pyfield,  West  Overton, 
East  Kennett,  Avebury,  Winterbourne  Monkton,  Berwick  Bassett,  Winterbourne 
Bassett land  Broad  Hinton,  from  this  supply.  The  pumping  station  is  situated 
at  Clatford  and  pumps  water  from  boreholes  150  feet  deep  in  the  chalk  to  a 
reservoir  on  Totterdown, 


Bay don  Supply 

This  supplies  the  parish  of  Baydon  and  the  water  is  obtained  from 
Berkshire.  The  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station  and  pumped  to 
a  tower  at  Baydon. 


Bedwyn  Supply 

This  scheme  supplies  water  to  the  Villages  of  Chisbury,  Great  Bedwyn, 

Ham,  Shalbourne ,  Wilton  and  Grafton.  It  also  supplies  a  farm  and  several 
cottages  at  St.  Katherines  in  the  Pewsey  Rural  District. 

The  water  is  pumped  from  boreholes  at  Little  Bedwyn  to  two  reservoirs 
pne  at  Chisbury  and  the  other  at  Shalbourne.  The  water  is  taken  from  the 
lower  chalk  and  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station. 

Ogbourne  Supply 

The  water  fur  this  supply  is  obtained  at  Whitefields,  Ogbourne  St.  George, 
The  water  is  boosted  to  a  reservoir  on  the  Downs  and  gravitates  to  the  two 
parishes  of  Ogbourne  St.  Andrew,  Ogbourne  St.  George  and  to  the  Military  Camp. 
The  majority  of  the  properties  in  both  parishes  are  connected  to  the  mains. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  at  Whitefield. 


Ramsbury  Supply 

This  scheme  supplies  water  to  the  parishes  of  Aldbourne,  Chilton  Foliat, 
Froxfield,  Mildenhall  and  Ramsbury.  The  water  is  pumped  from  boreholes  in  the 
chalk  at  Ramsbury  to  a  reservoir  north  of  the  village  and  is  chlorinated  at  the 
pumping  station. 


Savernake  Supply 


The  water  is  re-pumped  at  Postern  Hill  from  the  well  supply  serving 
the  Borough  of  Marlborough.  The  main  runs  from  the  top  of  Postern  Hill 
through  Savernake  Forest  to  Iron  Gates  and  supplies  Savernake  Hospital,  two 
farms  and  various  houses  and  cottages.  The  v/ater  is  chlorinated  at  the 
pumping  station.

Samples  have  been  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  each  month 
throught  the  year,  from  each  supply  and  at  varied  properties  on  each  supply. 
The  results  are  as  inciated  below.

Refuse  Collection 


The  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  all  household  refuse  from  all  parishes 
has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  tip  at  Stockclose  was  not  used 
during  the  year,  all  refuse  being  taken  to  the  Knowle  Tip.  Refuse  is  placed, 
compacted  and  covered  by  the  bulldozer.  Scrap  metal  is  sorted  at  the  tip  by 
the  plant  operator,  and  placed  in  a  skip  ready  for  collection  by  contractors. 
This  scrap  varies  from  car  bodies  etc.,  to  non-ferrous  material,  which  is 
collected  separately. 


Throughout  the  year,  properties  have  been  serviced  by  the  50  cu.  yd. 
Eagle  Crusbload  and  the  35  cu.  yd.  Eagle  Compressload,  except  for 
occasional  periocb  when  in  the  event  of  a  breakdown  of  one  of  the  vehicles, 
a  vehicle!  has  been  hired  from  a  neighbouring  Authority*
